London, Aug. 22.—Little has be- 
become known of the operations early 
in the week, which put the German 
army between the Belgian forces and 
their French allies and enabled the 
Germans to oocupy Brussels. 
It is supposed the Germans must 
have brought up very strong forces 
behind their cavalry screens and that 
a severe battle must have been fought 
to compel the Belgians to abandon 
Brussels and retire on Antwerp.

B y a bold stroke General Paul Pan,
